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Those Faithful Women.

One great cause of the failure of Juda- 
ism is to be traced to the exclusion of 
woman from the Jews’ deliberations, in 
State, in religion, and social proceedings. 
This is too evident to admit of argument. 
Jesus came and introduced a different 
regime. From the very first we find him 
in Galilee, surrounded by her influence, 
society and pecuniary encouragement. No 
sooner was Пів band of disciples organized 
with a scribe, speaker, and treasurer, than 
woman began to contribute to the support 
of the Gospel. Many, even at this day, 
overlook this fact, but fact it is. Jesus 
had support like other Rabbi, and we have 
record of the fact. 

Among those wealthy contributors, take 
women, “Mary Magdalene, Joanna, the 
wife of Herod’s steward, Chuza, Susanna, 
with many others,” beside whom we find 
Mary and Martha of Bethany, who always 
provided Jesus and His disciples a home 
while in and around Jerusalem, during 
three years. “This band of thirteen could 
not travel from place to place, in circuits 
often embracing a hundred miles, and oc- 
cupying from a weck to many months, 
without money to defray expenses.” Sce 
“Journeys of Jesus,” р. 227. 

But it is more particularly of Mary Mag- 
dalene that I desire to call attention in 
this respect, whose faithfulness to the 
cause is an example of others named and 
unnamed. 

When Jesus opened the Galilean min- 
istry, Mary was a desperate maniac, con 
fined at the little military post, Magdalia,* 
a few miles from his home. It was after 
Jesus’ return from Nain, Autumn of 28, 
A.D., that He restored Mary of Magdalia. 
He had then been to the reliof of а dis- 
tressed widow of Nain.—Luke, vii., 11. 
Mary is not mentioned till later, after 


*Magdalin means “watch-tower,” a military outlook, 
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which we find her His constant companion 
and support. 

From that hour she never forsook her 
Savior. Throughout the Galilean circuits 
she followed the work of Master and dis- 
ciple. In the second visit to Nazareth she 
was there. By river and valley, across 
desert and mountain, where bleak winds 
whistled and summer’s heat scorched, 
where foxes denned and fowls made their 
nests, but the Son of Man had not where 
to lay his head, the holy women of Galilee 
were found ready to administer to His 
necessities, * * * = | * 

When condemned to death and while 
being led to the cross, we find these women 
again following Jesus, to whom He finds 
opportunity to speak a consoling word by 
the wayside. After the cruel act, and 
while he was suffering on the cross of 
Calvary, they stood afar off, for modesty’s 
sake, weeping and awaiting the end 
When night put on her sable garments, 
and none else lingered but the rude bar- 
barian soldiers, we find these constant 
women but just leaving the tomb and re- 
turning to the city. Respecting the sanc- 
tity of the Jewish Sabbath, they lingered 
till “mornitigof the third day,” when we dis- 
cover, through the misty dawn, these same 
laboring women returned to the кте, чс 
with spices and linen which they * 
purchased, to complete the embalming o 
the dear body of their Lord. Such con- 
stancy and gratitude the world never be- 
fore witnessed! 

What an example was here for all future 
women! And how well have they regard- 
ed it, is only known to themselves and 
their God! Christ recognized the aid 
which women would henceforth render to 
the *Kingdom of God," by first rèvealing 
its secret to the “woman of Samaria,” for 
it is a fact that to this despised woman He 
first stated His Messiahship. After His 
departure from earth we find those same 
constant Galilean women uniting with the 
disciples in the first work.—Acts, i., 4. 

Paul, while because the Jews’ law re- 
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quired women to keep silent in the syna- 
gogues (I Cor. xiv., 34), was greatly aided by 
women in his promulgation of the Gospel. 
And thus it has been tothis day of Christian 
advancement; women have been first and 
last working and contributing to its success. 

Is there any good work in which the 
hand of woman is not made manifest? Iler 
unselfishness and disinterestedness are mar- 
velous. ‘The exceptions to this are few: 

There is no need to point her out whose 
work is for scltish ends, for mercenary 
motive, for self-aggrandizement, though 
she pretend never во much “Holiness unto 
the Lord.” She will go down, and that 
speedily, to dishonor and oblivion. 

l'aithful women, in the work of Truth, 
look not at this picture and despair be- 
cause wealth and immediate success do 
not follow your honest labors. God sees 
all. The Living God! Опе and all who 
work and pray for the good of humanity, 
doubt not that He, who is all goodness, will 
recognize your highest efforts for good. 
Some men feign to despise women’s work; 
but do not scrutinize such men too closely; 
they cannot bear it! Especially do some 
reject Mental Science because it seems, at 
this hour, mostly the work of women. 
What would such even be but for women? 
Well, they are scarce, and would be mighty 
scarce but for women! 

АП faeetiousness aside, woman must go 
on with this, and every good work, or good- 
ness will fail in the earth. The present 
and future goodness and greatness of our 
nation depend on woman's efforts, Edu- 
cation, temperance, the purity of politics, 
morals and religion, depend upon her 
henceforth as in the past.

Whence? What? and Whither? These 
are questions of interest. The phenome- 
non of conscious existence stands before 
our gaze, but origin and ultimatum of our 
being bewilder us. 

The aflirmations of Nature and the de- 
teriorations of science fail Ф solve the 
equations. Knowledge is limited to the 
simple facts of being, and to a complex 
mode of present existence. But to all is 
the right to inquire, reason and speculate 
concerning these subjects. Now, whatever 
of doubt or uncertainty we may entertain 
as to the divine authenticity of the Dible, 
as a revelation from God to man, there is 
perhaps no source of knowledge во com- 
manding, so generally explored, or so cap- 
able of furnishing to the honest inquirer 
partial or complete knowledge on these 
subjects as the Bible. То millions of in- 
telligent and honest thinkers it is the in- 
Jallible book. Its utterances command at- 
tention, even though they may not in all 
compel convictions. Much, indeed, depends 
upon a rational interpretation of its teach- 


ings. Claiming, as it does, to be a revela- 
tion of God to man, we instinctively turn 
to it in search of knowledge concerning 
human origin and destiny. 

Has it anything to offer on this ques 
tion? It certainly has; and when rightly 
interpreted cannot fail to command respect,

Male and 
female created Не them.” Неге we have 
a long and comprehensive statement of

Let us now try to obtain а rational in- 
terpretation of this brief statement. 

The first item of great interest in the 
statement is the source of his origin—a 
direct product of God's creative energies.

Not a development or evolution, but 
something created; and produced not out 
of pre-existing elements, but the sublime 
output of God’s wisdom, power and good- 
ness, all combined in the expression.
